IKDIANAPOMS, May 3,—The repub- 
lican state convention for the selection 
of delegates and alternates-at-large to 
the convention met this morning. It was 
composed of about 500 delegates and be- 
sides those it was attended by a large 
number of representative republicans 
from eyery quarter of the state. 


Hon. Richard W. Thompson 
was 
chosen as chairman. 
Hon. W. R. Gar- 
diner, of Daviess, oflFered the following 
resolution, 
which 
was 
unanimously 
adopted with great enthusiasm, after 
which the Glee club sang melodies of 
patriotic airs, closing with "Harrison is 
the Man." 


Resolution No. 1: 
The republicans 
of Indiana, a' sembied in state conven- 
tion, present to the favorable considera- 
tion of the republicans of the United 
States and of the national convention 
the name of Gen. Benjamin Harrison as 
their choice for candiaate for president 
of the United States. 


Then follows an eulogy of General 
Harrisoa, and the resolution coutinueH: 
The delegates, this day elected, are 
instructed to vote and work earnestly 
and persistently to get her district dele- 
gates, already chosen, to seoare his 
nomination, exhausting every honorable 
means to accomplish that result. 


On motion of Daniel M. Randall, a 
one armed soldier, the followiog resolu- 
tion was adopted unanimously: 


/¿esulved That the republicans of In- 
diana m convention assembled, send 
greeting to Senator J. J. Ing^ls, of 
Kansas, for his scathing expose of the 
treasonable record of Daniel W. Voor- 
hees, the man who at the outbreak

southern conspirators; a man who, to- 
gether with other democratic time-serv- 
ing politicians, declared the war to be

union 
army 
by 
loading 
the 
voluateer 
union soldier with opprobious epithets; 
a man who bartered for arms to be usea 
in the revolutionary uprising of secret, 
treasonable societies, organized for the 
purpose of wresting Indiana from the 
union, even at the expense of a bloody 
domestic war; in line, a man who, while 
acting the part in the war of the enemy 
of a union, now, in peace, relying upon 
the oblivion of forgetfulness, poses as 
his friend and through fulsome 
flattery 
seeks his suflrage.

the campaign aud may induce the demo- 
crats to seek a new leader."

Bernard O'Connor, father of Mr. Barney 
O'Connor and Mrs. T. B. Hedekin, of 
this city, and surmounted the article 
with an excellent likeness of the gentle- 
man: 


THB INTBBVIBW. 


In the little smoking apartment in the 
rear of one of the Chicago and Alton's 
elaborate parlor coaches on an incomiug 
train a day or two ago sat a very retir- 
ing gentleman, but one in whom the 
other lovers of the weed, who lounged 
about on the comfortable seats, were in- 
tensely interested. 
He held his cigar 
tight between the index finger and the 
thumb of the left hand and only whified 
the smoke at long intervals, invariably 
expectorating after each whiff. His hair 
ui:d beard were as white as snow, yet he 
was well preserved and recalled dates 
and events with wonderful promptness. 


"I remember when we were building 
the telegraph lino from Harrisburg to 
Pittsburg," he said; "it was in 1846 and 
was the first line ever headed westward. 
In fact, it was a continuation of the first 
line ever built, the line from Baltimore 
to Washington. 
Some of the men came 
to m« and wanted to know if they could 
not work on Sunday. 
They said: 
'We 
don't know Sunday from anv other day 
in the week, only when we are in some 
of these small towns and see the people 
dressed up and going to church.' I said 
I didn't care, so aiter that we went ahead 
on Sunday jnst the same as any other 
day. 
When we got to Pittsburg we hai 
a time getting the spark to work. 
I 
could not till what was the matter. 
In 
going from Harrisburg to Pittsburg we 
worked four Sundays, 
After we had 
spent tour days experimenting and coax- 
ing the spark came and the current 
worked all right. 
We went on to Cin- 
cinnati, and in reaching that point we 
worked five Sundays, and we lost five 
days in getting the circuit to work. 
From Cincinnati to Louiaville we worked 
three Sundays, aud waited three days 
(or the spark. 
We went on to St. Louis 
and set the liae all ready to put on tue 
batteries. 
I was considerably worried 
at having lost so many days and annoyed 
as to the cause of the trouble. 


I HADB THE REMABK, 


'I wonder how long wa will have to wait 
here before we can get the spark to 
work.* 
One of the men spoke up and 
said, 'It will be fonr days.' I askeid him 
how he could tell, and he replied th^t in 
going from Louisville to St. Louis we 
had worked four Sundays. 
He then 
told me that we had lost four days 
at Pittsburg and had worked four Sun- 
days between that point and Harris- 
burg, five at Cincinnati and so on 
I 
had not noticed it before and sat down 
and figured it up and found the man 
was correct. 
I resolved to try and get 
the current to go at St. Louis any way, 
but it was no use. 
At the end of four 
days, almost to the minute, I was sit- 
ting in the office, the direciors of the 
compaay were there, too, wheu all at 
once the instrumeiU commenced to click 
and everything worked all right. 
I nev- 
er put up a foot of wire on Sunday after 
that, aud 1 never had a spark fail to 
come over the wire on the first trial 
ince, and I have put up more tele- 
graph lines than any other man." 


The gentleman was Mr. B. O'Connor, 
of Fort Wayne, Ind, 
He was on hi« 
way from California to his home. 


HB STOPPED IN OHIOAOO 


a day or two to vist Mr. and Mrs. Gys- 
bert De Clercq, who reside on Howe 
street, the latter being his niece. 


Prominent among the pioneers of the 
present extensive telegraph system of 
America were three men: J. D. Reed, 
Henry O'Reilly and B. O'Connor. 
It 
was these three men who made the dis 
covery 
that 
the 
ground 
could 
be usbd as return conductor fo:.* a circuit. 
Mr. O'Conner is a native of Ireland. He 
was born in 1820, and came to this 
country with an uncle in 1831, settling 
at Lancaster, Pa. 
He was educated 
with a view of being a civil engineer, 
but soon came to the conclusion there 
waa no money in such a vocation, and 
went Into the 
contracting 
business. 
While an engineer he was on the original 
survey for the railroad from Lancaster 
to Harrisburg, now a part of the great 
Pennsylvania system. 


Mr. O'Conner was the contractor and 
built tho first telegraph line put up in 
this country. 
It was tha celebrated line 
between Baltimore and Washington. 
It 
was Aiunah S. Abel, the editor of the 
Baltimore Sun, who died the middle of 
last month, who was the first to test the 
practicability of the electric telegraph to 
a newspaper, aud the first extended dis- 
patch over the line named waa the 
president's message. 
It was printed in 
the Sun the next morning after it was 
delivered to congress and created a pro- 
found sensation. 
It was then the elec- 
tric telegraph attracted the capitalist. 


The line from Baltimore to Philadel- 
phia was the first individual enterprise, 
and was built by Mr. O'Reilly aud his 
associates. 
Mr. O'Conner had the con- 
tract, but it was not until the line waa 
extended on westward, when it reached 
Lancaster in 1846, that he became a 
stockholder in tue enterprise and put 
his money in the investment. 


When the line was built to Philadel- 
phia F. O. J. Smith, the United States 
senator from Maine, was ohalrman of 
the ways and means eommitiee. 
He 
was famUiarly known as '»Fog" Smith. 
Mr. O Connor says that through his aa- 
aiakanoe the oompanj got an appropri- 


ation of $1,000-a mile from the govern- 
ment to help the project along. 
Sena- 
tor Smith received for his aid a half in- 
terest in the Morse patent. 
Persons 
connected with the patent office became 
interested with Morse, aid the revenues 
of the patent were divided up about as 
follows: 
"Fog" Smith received one- 
half; Morse one-fourth, and the people of 
the patent office one-fourth. 
Henry 
O'Reilly and his associates, who were to 
construct the Hues, were to receive 
three-fourths of the stock aud have the 
exclusive right to the Morse instrument. 


Mr. O'Connor then goes on to detail 
his experiences as a telegraph line build- 
er with Messrs. Read & O'Reilly. 
Mr. 
O'Connor says it was at Lancaster they 
discovered that the ground could be 
used to complete the circuit between the 
positive and negative poles and this 
greatly lessened the cost of construction. 
They wrote Mr. Morse about it and in a 
short time he claimed the discovery as 
his own in an article in the Baltimore 
Smi. 


Mr. O'Connor then gives a history of 
the Morse patent suits and the triumph 
of the latter 
through 
unscrupulous 
means. 


Mr. O'Connor concludes: 
"It was in 
this company that Norvin Green, now 
president of tha Western Union Tele- 
grajih company, first appeared as au 
operator of telegraph slocks. 
Edward 
S. Stanton, and Salmon P. Chase were 
also large stockholders in the Peoples' 
Line. The latter gentlemen owned stock 
in all the O'Reilly-O'Connor companies. 
Mr. Green got control and consolidated 
the line with another from Louisville to 
New Orleans. 
He consolidated it on a 
basis of nine shares of Peoples' stock for 
one of the other, and neither Mr. O'Con- 
ner nor Mr. Chase would accept their 
portion of the stock of the new com- 
pany, it was so little, claiming Mr. 
Green had sold them out. 


The first line Mr. O'Conner built from 
New York was the one from New York 
to Boston, known as the Merchants' 
line. 
Horace Greely took an active in- 
terest in this enterprise. The Baine in- 
strument was used. 
Mr. 
O'Conner 
stated that speaking of this enterprise 
brought up another circumstance that 
went to show what kind of a man 
Morso was. 
When Baine went to the 
patent office to get his instrument pat- 
ented he found one there exactly like it, 
patented by Morse, Tae commissioner 
decided Baine was not entitled to a 
patent, and an appeal was taken from 
his decision. 
Morse claimed to have 
invented his instrument twelve mouttis 
previous and received a patent. 
The 
court ordered a chemical analysis of the 
paint on the model aud it was found 
that the model had not been made a 
year. 
Other signs of fraud were dis- 
covered and a patent was ordered Issued 
to Baine. 


Mr. O'Conner was for many years 
connected with the Western Union com- 
pany and was for a long time superin- 
tendent of its lines. 
He at one time 
owned more Western Union stock than 
any other man. 
He has built more tele- 
graph lines than any other man and put 
up the first wire to the Pacific coast early 
in the fifties. 


It was while he was superintendent of 
the Western Union that General Anson 
Stager, of this city, found employment 
in a telegraph office. He i\rst gave him 
employment at Lancaster. 
The young 
man was bright and dilligent aud was 
rapidly promoted. 
He waa 
finally 
placed in charge of the office at Cincin 
nati, and when Mr. O'Conner resigned 
the position ot superintendent he recom- 
mended Mr. Stager to succeed him. 
The company followed the suggestion 
aud gave Stager the place. 
When the 
war broke out and the government took 
charge of the telegraph lines and estab 
lished a cipher correspondence, it was 
through Mr. O'Connor's influence that 
Mr. Stager waa placed in charge. 
He 
was soon commissioned colonel and at 
the close of the war was breveted briga- 
dier general for valuable services. 
Mr. 
O'Connor's long aud eventful career has 
been a successful one, as it is to him and 
his associates that the country is in- 
debted more than to any other three 
men for the marvelous telegraph system 
now in use. 
He is now interested in in- 
vestments in the south, being associated 
with his sons in a bank at Houston, 
Texas.

T h e river 
is probably 
the deepest 
stream in the world; 
excepting 
in 
a 
few places the general d pth is from 
600 to 900 feet; and the bottom of the 
Saguent^ at its mouth is 000 feet be- 
'.ow the St. Lawrence. 
Thus 
a 
low 
point of rock at the shore or an island 
is really the top of a steep hill spring- 
ing up from the bottom, and many of 
the 
cliffs are not 
half out of water. 
As 
the 
spring 
tides 
rise 
about 
eighteen 
feet, 
the 
«'urrents 
of 
tho 
river 
are 
violent 
and 
eccentric; 
in 
some places the ebb stream runs from 
four to six miles an hour; the eddies 
along the shores are like 
those on a 
rapid; and 
the underctirrents 
some- 
times 
lay 
hold 
of 
a vessel 
and 
turn 
her 
about 
or 
hold 
her 
still 
in 
spite 
of 
a 
tow-boat 
Before the use of 
tow-boats a vessel 
left helpless 
by 
a 
calm 
sometimes 
drifted against the rocks, lodged on a 
ledge, and wlien t h ; tide fell capsized 
in deep water. 
As anchorage is very 
rarely found, large iron rings were let 
into the rocks, and vessels even now 
sometimes 
tie 
up 
to 
the 
cliffs and 
await a fair wind. 
The tide, for some
